WASHINGTON, May 8.—(?/)— 
Admiral Harold R. Stark, chief of 
naval operations, welcomed high 
naval officers of other American 
nations to this capital tonight with 
phrases promising utmost effort 
by this country’s navy to reach 
the “common objective” of bar- 
ring the “scourge” of war .from 
“our western world.” 

The admiral spoke at his own 
dinner honoring naval chiefs of 
staff and their aides from Brazil, 
Chile, Argentina, Uruguay, Peru, 
Mexico, Cuba, Colombia, Ecuador, 
Venezuela and Paraguay. 

“The economic and social prob- 
lems, the military and naval dan- 
gers which the second World War 
imposes are not the affair of any 
one country,” said Admiral Stark. 

“They are matters of concern to 
us all. 

“We are resolved that this 
scourge of war be barred from our 
western world. To achieve that 
objective, we shall do whatever is 
necessary.”

Twenty cars have been hired to 
transport stars and officials, 27 
trucks are under contract to haul 
equipment, and several buses have 
been chartered. 

The location, back in the heart 
of the scrub area, where Holly- 
wood farmers can only make 
something grow in cans they plant 
in the ground, is 45 miles from 
where the crews are housed. 
That’s nearest they could get. 
Crews have been at work for 
about 18 months restoring the lo- 
cation to the way it looked in 1870.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., May 8.—(4)—Aid to Britain and ouster of 
“most of the Axis consular and diplomatic representatives” from the 
United States were recommended in resolutions passed by 250 busi- 
nessmen of the New England Conference on National Defense. 


The conference, organized with | 


Professor Philip Cabot, of the 
Harvard business school as chair- 
man, announced today it had sent 
the resolutions to President Roose- 
velt and to all New England sen- 
ators and representatives. 


Its “act now” resolutions sug- 
gested: 

“Effective support, in every way 
consistent with our own interest, 


for the efforts of the British com- Dare Stones Drama To 


monwealth of nations and its 


allies. 


“Supplies, materials and imple- 
ments of war for the British peo- 
ple and all others opposing the 
Axis powers in such manner as to 
assure their availability in the 
theaters of war at the earliest pos- 
sible time. 


Axis consular and diplomatic rep- 
resentatives and their employes 
other than those necessary, in the 
opinion of our State Department, 
to adequately represent their re- 
spective governments.” 


In a letter accompanying copies 
of the resolution Professor Cabot 
explained that the major purpose 
of the conference had been to 
“impress upon businessmen of 
this district the seriousness of the 
present crisis and also to provide 
them with practical information 
which will enable them to co-op- 
erate with the Army, Navy and 
other departments of the federal 
government engaged in national 
defense.”

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In Striking Contrast 

Wendell Willkie, speaking at a “freedom 
rally’ in Madison Square Garden, New York, 
on Wednesday night, was in striking and re- 
freshing contrast to the isolationist faction 
of the discredited Republican “old guard.” 

The former candidate for that party 
bluntly told the nation the simple, self-evi- 
dent truth that England will win the war 
against Nazidom if the United States sees 
that its ever-increasing production reaches 
the British Isles. “We want these cargoes 
protected and at once and with less talk and 
more action,” he asserted. , 


Never was there a simpler problem in its, | 


fundamentals. Our productive capacity will 
defeat Hitler if our products are placed on 
the other side of the Atlantic. All debate 
and argument is but futile and delaying. The 
situation is plainly before us and there is 
only one logical course if we would see Hit- 
lerism crushed. ‘That course is to make cer- 
tain these war goods arrive at their destina- 
tion in safety, regardless of what means are 
necessary to assure that safety. 

Willkie denounced those who see a weak 
and unprepared America, declaring this to be 
but the doctrine of “confusion, fear and de- 
spair.” Such a doctrine is totally false to the 
spirit of America, that spirit which surmounted 
terrific handicaps to create and to maintain 
the nation, the spirit which is alive today, 
despite what isolationists and defeatists may 
say. 

The Willkie speech should go far in awak- 
ening that ancient spirit and in uniting the 
nation in determination to carry the fight 
against Nazidom through to victory. With- 
out such united determination the outcome 
is in serious doubt. With it, the doom of 
Hitler is already written. | : 

Willkie has again demonstrated his great 
qualities of leadership. He is typically Ameri- 
can. He comes from the midwest and is one 
of the best examples of the manhood of that 
region. He is informed, aware and confident. 

Repudiating the Hitler boasts of invinci- 
bility, Willkie declared there has never been 
a people as strong as the people of the United 
States of America. “There never was any 
people so capable of success, once their de- 
cision is made,” he said. 

His speech should prove a powerful factor 
in crystallizing that decision, in creating that 
unity and in assuring that success.

New Fire Problems 

Approximately 500 members of fire depart- 
ments from 80 cities in Georgia and neighbor- 
ing states are in attendance. at the three-day 
session of the Georgia State Fire College, now 
in progress. This institute convenes every year 
and has proven of primary importance in in- 
creasing the effectiveness of fire fighting and 
fire protection. It is responsible in large man- 
ner for the low ratio of fire losses sustained in 
this section in recent years. 

This year the fire fighters are thinking 
largely in terms of handling incendiary fires 
caused by war. While American firemen have, 
as yet, had no experience in this work, the re- 
ports whieh have. reached this country have 
told of the magnificent work done by London 
firefighters in this activity. 

While the college this year will not be able 
to go extensively into this new branch of the 
fireman’s problems, indirectly it may have 
large bearing upon the effectiveness of this de- 
partment of civilian defense in event this coun- 
try comes under the attack of enemy air forces. 

For it will then be necessary, as it has been 
in Britain, for the professional firefighters to 
teach large numbers of volunteer civilian help- 
ers the rudiments of fire extinguishing. The

“For Physical Disability” 

It was recently stated by the medical ex- 
aminer for a draft board in Greater Atlanta 
that prevalence of syphilis among Negroes was 
so great it would be difficult to secure the 
2,000 quota of Negro selective service men for 
Georgia in June. 

So startling a statgment, while probably ex- 
aggerated, serves to focus attention upon the 
too high proportion of registrants, both white 
and Negro, rejected for service because of phy- 
Sical disability. 

Not only infection of such diseases as 
syphilis, but many other physical defects and 
diseases are bringing about rejection of many 
called for military training. 

This situation is bad enough, but the real 
tragedy lies in the fact that no organized plan 
has been put into operation for correction of 
these defects. The nation is, thereby, missing a 
golden opportunity for improvement of the 
physical quality of its young manhood. 

It would be a comparatively simple prob- 
lem if examining physicians for the draft were 
required to notify the health officer of the 
registrant’s county the condition of each man 
rejected on physical grounds. Then health au- 
thorities of the county should take steps to 
bring to every such young man the opportunity 
for correction and cure of his disease or in- 
firmity. In cases where the patient is unable 
to pay for the proper treatment, it should be 
given either through clinics or by private phy- 
sicians or hospitals at public expense. 

The young men chosen for military train- 
ing are fortunate, in that they face a year of 
rigorous life which should, in nearly every 
case, give to them a physique far greater in 
ability and stamina than they have previously 
known. 

If the proper governmental authority would 
supplement this with curative or corrective 
treatment for the physically rejected, the draft 
law would enhance the national health to such 
a degree that it would take a particularly san- 
guinary war to offset the gain. 

In England, it is reported, the death rate 
was lower, for the first year of the war, than 
it had been in times of peace. This because the 
war casualties by bombs and enemy action 
were offset by the saving in life due to the 
practical disappearance of private automobiles 
from the roads of Britain, and by the general 
improvement in public health brought about 
by more active life and by simpler foods—be- 
Cause of the rationing system—for the great 
bulk of the population. 

This country may never suffer the war cas- 
ualties that are now the daily lot of the British 
people. But it can, by wise action, so reduce 
the proportion of the physically unfit that the 
benefit to the nation will be incalculable.

The American people, though they are almost 
unanimously in favor of all-out aid to England, 
are still heavily opposed to sending troops abroad.

STRAWS IN THE WIND WASHINGTON, May 8.—The Pres- 


ident’s approval of the new bomber 
program was a step far more positive and significant than his 
order for the Atlantic patrol, his release of additional merchant 
ships for the British, or any of the other ineffectual half-measures 
which have recently been the order of the day. 

For if the President meant what he said in his letter asking 
Secretary of War Henry L. Stimson to expand bomber output, he 
has at last half-consented to an end to “business-as-usual.” There 
is some dispute as to whether he really did mean what he said. 
The degree of civilian sacrifice to be required to produce the bomb- 
ers remains to be settled between the War Department and the 
Office of Production Management. The allotment of first priority 
to bomber or shipping production must be fought out between the 
War and Navy Departments. These issues do not seem to have 
been squarely faced in the protracted White House conferences that 
preceded the President’s move. . 

Yet, by ordering the bomber program, the President has taken 
the first step along a road which can only have one end. If the 
bombers are to be turned out in time, civilian sacrifices must be 
very considerable, indeed, in automobiles and other lines of heavy 
consumers’ goods. And the Navy must relinquish its present first 
call on all raw materials and semifinished products unless the 
bomber squadrons desperately needed now are to wait on a two- 
ocean fleet that cannot be finished until 1946. These things being 
so, and the President having openly acknowledged the need for 
the bombers, he can hardly draw back. 


PROGRAM’S HISTORY The fact that the bomber program 

has at last gone through is evi- 
dence that able men, with some notion of the scope and character 
of the problems confronting them, can always get a job done in 
the end. When Robert A. Lovett and John McCloy were brought 
into the War Department about Christmastime from a New York 
bank and law office, the prospects were dark indeed. Before they 
had been in the department two weeks, they grasped the obvious 
inadequacy of the air program. They sensed its weakness in 
bomber schedules. And they realized that the heart of the difficulty 
was planning wrong end to, by contracting for finished goods rather 
than expanding the facilities for making finished goods. 

They immediately. prepared a revision of the air program, with 
particular emphasis on expansion of facilities for the imcreased 
bomber output it was already clear Britain would desperately need. 
Their revision was in form for a decision within a few weeks. But 
first the various obstacles in their path had to be surmounted. 

The obstacles were so numerous that their position seemed hope- 
less for a time. The Air Corps was then disorganized, and in sub- 
jection to the ground officers in the Army bureaucracy. The Army 
itself had to be won over, The OPM and the Army divided author- 
ity over the air program, and the high officials of the OPM, among 
them William S. Knudsen, were disinclined to believe that the air 
program was inadequate. Furthermore, the doctrine Was current 
at the OPM that the job could not be done, and to this argument 
was added the argument that it did not need to be done. The 
President was beset by conflicting advice from all these sources, 
and had only the words of Lovett and McCloy that bold and diffi- 
cult steps must be taken. It is hardly to be wondered at that he 
deferred a decision until his advisers could be somewhat more 
unanimous. 

One by one, however, the obstacles were cleared away. First 
the Army approval was obtained. Then Lovett and McCloy achieved 
increased influence by their appointments as assistant secretaries 
of war. Then the division of authority between the OPM and 
Army was largely resolved in the Army’s favor by a quiet assump- 
tign by Lovett of the responsibility the OPM seemed too timid to 
use. Finally, the OPM argument that “it could not be done” was 
met by documented evidence to the contrary, including a showing 
that the machine-tool plants would be able to meet the new pro- 
gram’s requirements. Thus, in the end, the problem went to the 
President again, and the second application was successful. 

As was noted above, certain questions

remain to be settled before the bomber 
program can go through at full speed. Nevertheless, the President’s 
reluctance to go the whole hog all at once does not diminish the 
significance of the new step. Furthermore, other signs of a chang- 
ing atmosphere have also become visible of late. One was the 
order to pool all available machine tools, taking them from civilian 
purposes and converting them to defense uses wherever possible, 
Under consideration for six months, this order was not issued be- 
cause of the civilian sacrifices it entailed. Its eventual issuance 
was another indication that the period of business-as-usual is draw- 
ing to a close. 

Then, too, there was the magnificent speech on Tuesday from 
Lovett’s and McCloy’s chief, Secretary of War Henry L. Stimson. 
Secretary Stimson told the people the blunt and disagreeable truth 
in blunter and more understandable terms, than they have ever 
heard it before. The speech was made at the urging of the Presi- 
dent, who has asked all members of his cabinet to speak out when- 
ever possible to educate public opinion. and it was approved in 


detail by him. 


These are no more than straws in the wind, to be sure.

One of my old friends in 
the cosmic column trade de- 
nounced me rather bitterly some 
years ago for perceiving in Moo- 
ney’s character and personality 
traits which did not appear in the 
propaganda on his behalf which 
was circulated by the Commu- 
nists, but was based on legal ma- 
terial obtained through the honest 
initiative of capitalistic newspa- 
pers. 

Mooney undoubtedly was an un- 
derdog in those days, but what 
sort of dog was he? My sympathy 
had run for him merely because 
he was the underdog until he told 
me that he thoroughly approved 
the Moscow trials and thought 
Leon Trotsky was a traitor to the 
revolution, and it followed, of 
course, deserved to die before a 
firing squad. Mooney as the top 
dog would have slaughtered for 
'mere political dissent most of the 
/'very men who had fought to set 
| him free.

courts, and this life had been 
spared out of consideration for the 
beautiful, if sometimes clumsy 
and erratic, American concept of 
justice, Men who had every rea- 
son to detest him put aside their 
detestation and had excluded from 
the further proceedings. those 
facts and manifestations which 
might have created unfair preju- 
dicé against him. The Communists 
had cried “perjury” against the 
witnesses who condemned him, al- 
though perjury to a Communist 
merely is a handy means to gain 
an end. And still this underdog, 
crying for justice and vindication, 
could sit in San Quentin prison 
and pass judgment and sentence 
of death on men he never saw 
who had been tried in their ab- 
sence in a mock court on the other 
side of the world. 

I thought Mooney should be 
kicked out of prison for our sake, 
for the protection of us all, but 
not for his own sake. By. his own 
reasoning he should have been 
hanged years ago, but by Ameri- 
can standards of justice he was 
now not guilty. His conduct after 
he got out toward the one person 
who for all those years had in- 
dividually worked most to liberate 
him was further reason not to 
sympathize with Tom Mooney. 

Britain, at this hour, is the un- 
derdog in the war for civilization, 
but I dare say that if, next year 
or the year after, Adolf Hitler goes 
under there will be little sympathy 
for him and the German people in 
the United States. I believe it was 
pity for the underdog that con- 
fused the free people in the fatal 
years after Versailles and brought 
on this war. The German treat- 
ment of the Poles and Czechs in 
this war and their atrocities on 
the Jews everywhere prove that 
Versailles was only a faint sug- 
gestion of what they would have 
done to others at that time.

I have the same feeling about 
the unions today. If a union is

But the 
mere fact that a union is engaged 
in a fight with an employer and is 
being licked should not appeal to 
the sympathy of the American 
| people. The union may be crooked 
in its dealings with its members, 
| with nonmembers and the em- 
| ployer and ferocious in its treat- 
| ment of workers in and out of its 
| ranks. The strike may be nothing 
| but a little civil war intended to 
_ terrorize a community and weak 
| local officials and to drive into its 
'membership American citizens 
who prefer to remain free. In that 
case, whether it is the top dog or 
the underdog, I cheer for the em- 
ployer and will use his product 
or service if I need it. 

Is this harsh reasoning? Why 
bring that up? I hold that our sen- 
timental nature has been imposed 
on to our detriment too often.

“NOT SO DEBASED AS POE” Some years ago (I wish it * 


were not so long) I was 
having a lot of fun being a police reporter for the Nashville Ban- 
ner. We had a favorite lieutenant on the desk whom we called 
“Sam Hill.” That was his favorite swear word. “By the Sam Hill, 
young man...” I can hear him now. He was not a learned 
man. But solid. ; 

He had been on the day shift for years, but after a change in 
administration, was sent to the night desk. It was to this desk 
there came the parade of characters every police reporter knows. 

We had one such character we loved. He was usually on deck 
every Saturday night, very drunk and almost always with a copy 
of Baudelaire’s poems. I still have a copy he gave me for an act 
of charity. This act of charity consisted of giving him, on an 
occasion when he was held over a couple of days, an ounce or so 
of the hair of the dog that had bit him. He was an old man and 
he needed it. 

At any rate, the first Saturday night he was hauled in and 
pleaded before the lieutenant’s window, old Sam Hill peered at him 
and asked of the patrol guard: 

“What is it, Jerry?” 

“D and D,” said Jerry, wearily, having said that about thoue 
sands. (There may be a few cloistered persons who do not know 
that “D and D” stands for “drunk and disorderly.”) 

This character of ours straightened himself, cleared his throat, 
and said, in stage-play tones: 

“I beg to differ. Man’s inhumanity to man makes countless 
thousands mourn. I am not so debased as Poe, not so profligate 
as Byron, not so selfish as Keats, not so inebriated as Burns, not 
so timid as Tennyson, not so vulgar as Shakespeare...” 


“Take him away, said old man Sam Hill, angrily and firmly. ’ 
“Take him away, Jerry, and go back and get those companions he 


just mentioned. They must be worse than him.” 3 

They took him away and the iron door clanged behind him. He 
sat on the bench and deliberated. But not for long. He curled 
up and went to sleep with dreams of poems and poets going heat- 
edly through his brain. He and old Sam Hill both are gone now 
and I like to think of them both as having met Beaudelaire and 
having a latgh about it. 


MR. CHARLES A. LINDBERGH I was reminded’ of ‘the 

story yesterday after lis- 
tening to a gentleman discuss Mr. Charles A. Lindbergh and his 
companions. 

“Wheeler,” he said, “is not so debased as Lindbergh. Tobey is 
not so sinister as Lindbergh. Browder is not as vicious an ine 
fluence as Lindbergh ...” 

I laughed right out, all of a sudden, because down through the 
years I could hear the voice of my: vagrant friend, standing before 
the bar, smelling sourly of whisky, saying that he himself was 
not so debased as Poe, not so vulgar as Shakespeare, 

I am one of those who did not get excited about Mr. Lindbergh’s 
speeches. I think he is wrong. I don’t agree with him. I think 
the fellow is warped. He went to Europe and visited Germany. 
He came to admire the keen-edged efficiency, the cleanliness and 
the thorough discipline of Germany and the Germans. It appealed 
to him. He never once thought of idealism or of the cruelty 
behind it. All he saw was the glittering, ice-like efficiency of it. 

He was right about their preparation. He did tell England 
about it. He did tell his own country. He was right about that. 
England rebuffed him and the congress of this country ignored 
him and his statements. He took that as evidence of what he long 
had come to believe—that this form of government is inefficient, 
slow, wasteful and unworthy of a strong, intelligent man. 

Lindbergh, I am sure, feels that he is a true patriot; that he is 
being abused, that he is misunderstood. He always has been a 
“loner,” going off by himself. 


HE DOESN’T MEAN MUCH It is a waste of time to get 

angry with him. The adrenal 
glands are overworked these days anyhow. Lindbergh doesn’t mean 
anything. 

There were 110,000 who packed in and outside Madison Square 
Garden to hear Wendell Willkie. Had there been a place for them 
an estimated 200,000 would have been on hand to see him and hear 
him. 

Lindbergh will turn more and more sour, become more and 
more the recluse. He will come to mean less and/less. He may 
even commit some act of folly, once we get into the war, which 
will cause us to heave him into some convenient jail. I hope not. 
It would be a pity. There is no need to waste anger on him. 

There is. something going on. We must not forget this is ag 
much, or more, a war of ideas than it is of armies. 

There are great and heavy movements being made now in the 
field of international politics. Japan is thinking out something 
new. Russia and Germany are stalled, with some new plans to be 
made. There are peace feelers being made. From the outside 
it looks as if Germany is trying, desperately, to commit Japan and 
Russia to some sort of peace agreement and division of territory. 
Once that is done all would join in. Germany wants that done 
before we come in. The United States assuredly is throwing its 
weight against it, trying to force Japan and Russia out of any 
such commitments, 

War is not all waving flags and flying planes and charging 
roops. 

International politics never stop. And they can be, on occa- 
sion, as powerful as the armies. 

Well, it was worth it to remember old Sam Hill and the vagrant 
drunk with the copy of Baudelaire in his pocket. 

Peace be with them both. 

I even wish it for Lindbergh: He doesn’t mean anything. And 
it is a terrible thing to live with bitterness.

The quarrel between Kansas and the Santa Claus department 
at Washington, which may be settled by the time this appears 
in print, is one that should interest all Americans. 

The constitutfon of Kansas requires publication of all expendi- 
tures of public money. If a sheriff spends a dime to feed a tramp 
named John Doe, every detail of the transaction must be revealed 
in the public prints—who got the money, how much he got and 
for what purpose he got it. 

Kansas has been getting about $5,000,000 a year from Wash- 
ington to help support her old and needy citizens. And the names 
of pensioners, and the sum they receive, have been revealed in 
print as the constitution requires. 

But congress has lately passed a law forbidding publication of 
the names of pensioners, “to avoid humiliating them,” and Kane 
sans must violate their own law or lose their share of federal bounty, 

Whatever its purpose, it does not protect pensioners from humili- 
ation. 

If John Smith receives a monthly check from the government, 
the fact is already known to his friends and neighbors whose opin- 
ion matters to him. They know he is old and hard up. Such things 
aren’t hidden. 

Is it disgraceful to receive a pension? Congressmen say it is. 
By requiring secrecy to\ “protect pensioners from humiliation,” 
they say in effect: “To live at public expense is shameful and 
degrading, but the disgrace is less if people don’t know about it.” 
_ That doesn’t make sense. If the business is so shameful, ;why 
is “congress a party to it? 

The more probable explanation is that. politicians are trying to 
protect themselves. They build their political machines by doing 
favors—by rewarding those who vote right—and it might prove 
embarrassing if the public discovered that persons who aren’t in 
need are pensioned for their loyalty.

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THEY RE AT WAR NEXT DOOR: 


Canada’s Army Started From Scratch, 
But It ls Booming Now 


(This is the sixteenth in a 
graphic series, “They’re at War 
Next Door,” by George Lyon, 
who spent a month in Canada 
making an exhaustive study of 
the war effort. He talked with 
all kinds of people, in all walks 
of life. He rode with “tankers” 
at Camp Borden, studied all 
phases of the air training plan, 
questioned convoy heroes. To- 
day he tells about Canada’s 
army.)

Canada’s army, like that of 
the United States, started in this 
war from scratch. It had been 
for some years the victim of an 
economy wave. resulting from 
the 1930 depression, and when 
was was declared in 1939 tie 
Dominion’s military forces con- 
sisted of only 4,600 officers and 
men and a non-permanent active 
militia of 60,000. 

The situation to date: 

More than 70,000 troops over- 
seas (as of April 26). 

One hundred and eight thou- 
sand in active training to be 
available for overseas duty, in- 
cluding one armored _ division 
and one tank brigade. 

One hundred and seventy-five 
thousand available for service in 
Canada and territorial waters. 

Stations Garrisoned. 

Stations garrisoned in New- 
foundland, Iceland and the Car- 
ibbean. 

Five thousand volunteers be- 
ing inducted for overseas serv- 
ice monthly, equal number for 
home defense; period of basic 
training—four months.

(3)—The champion of the league, selected under 
this system, then would be entered in the semipro 
tournament at Wichita, Kan. 


If this doesn’t make sense, Mann points out, just con- 
sider that it started from a half-baked proposal to split the 
Southern League season.

He suggested breaking up the Crackers before they 
break up the league. 

“Are the Crackers still in the league?” he asked.

I'll grant that the Crackers might make it plenty em- 
barrassing before the season’s over. And yet, on the other 
hand, they should boost attendance in other towns.

Beef Brisket 


The brisket is a cut from the 
forequarter of beef, containing 
layers of fat and lean meat. The 
breast bone and ends of ribs are 


included in this cut, which lies 
just below the chuck. Though it 
is an economy cut, the brisket has 
fine flavor and may be bought 
either fresh or corned. To cook 
either the fresh or corned brisket 
of beef, cover with water, cover 
kettle and simmer gently, (never 
let water boil) until meat is 
tender. When meat is tender, re- 
move from liquid, spread surface 
lightly with brown sugar, stick 
whole cloves about, and place in 
oven or broiler long enough to 
glaze it. 

Cook noodles in rapidly boiling 
salted water until tender; drain, 
season with butter or margarine, 
add canned peas or other vege- 
tables, if desired, .and served 
around the cooked brisket.

Drop Green Asparagus 
In Boiling Water 


Make the most of fresh, green< 


asparagus while it is with us! 
These delicately flavored spear- 
like stalks are now at their best 
because the local crop is taking 
the place of shipped crops. And, 
like all green vegetables, the fla- 
vor, texture and vitamin value of 
asparagus depends in large meas- 
ure upon the time that elapses be- 
tween garden and table. 

In buying asparagus it is better 
to choose the larger, greener stalks 
rather than the smaller ones, for, 
though the larger stalks cost more 


No fine garment needs more 
careful washing than does aspara- 
gus. The tender tips break easily, 
yet are apt to have sand lodged in 
them. It is better to wash the tips 
by holding them under running 
water, being careful to have the 
stream of water not too strong.
